Liberal economists who argue that 
the United States is too concerned 
about budget-balancing often point to 
West European nations as ex amples. 
Those countries don’t worry about de­ 
ficits, they say . Instead, they use red­ 
ink financing as an economic “ tool.” 
Well, obv iously France hasn’t been 
ov erly concerned about a balanced bud­ 
get. It has one planned for 19 6 5, but it 
will be the first in 36 y ears. That’s 
right—36 y ears. 
But probably not ev en the wildest- 
ey ed economist would point to La Belle 
France as the ideal of stability and 
prosperity ov er the last three-and-a- 
half decades. 
Deficit financing has a place, as a 
last resort in time of war or other catas­ 
trophe. But as a prop for a sluggish 
economy it has a dismal record. A bal­ 
anced budget is a normal way of fiscal 
life, and France finds it necessary to 
eschew profligacy . 
President De Gaulle’s gov ernment is 
try ing to stabilize the economy and 
ward off inflation. The black-ink budget 
for ’6 5 is part of this effort.

WASHINGTON (AP) —President Johnson has 
just shown the hug e g ap in the v ery best pre­ 
cautions for g uarding a president’s life unless 
the chief ex ecutiv e decides to liv e and operate 
in seclusion. 
The W arren Commission ov er the weekend, in 
its report on President John F. Kennedy ’s 
assassination, made a number of recom m enda­ 
tions to g iv e a president better protection from 
killers in the future. 
The commission, recog nizing the reality of 
politics and the many roles of a president in 
American life, adm itted: 
“ Ex posure of the president to public v iew 
throug h trav el among the people of this coun­ 
try is a g reat and historic tradition of American 
life” but “the protection of the president . . . is 
an immensely difficult and complex task. 
“ It is unlikely that m easures can be dev ised 
to eliminate entirely the multitude of div erse 
dang ers that may arise, particularly when the 
president is trav eling in this country or abroad. 
“ The protectiv e task is further complicated 
by the reluctance of presidents to take secu­ 
rity precautions which mig ht interfere with the 
performance of their duties or their desire to 
hav e freq uent and easy access to the people.’’ 
The commission went on to call for more co­ 
operation 
among 
g ov ernment 
inv estig ativ e 
ag encies in ex chang ing information about poss­ 
ible assassins, asked that m urder of a presi­ 
dent or v ice president be made a federal crim e, 
sug g ested a Cabinet committee be formed by 
Johnson as an ov erseer, and raised this q ues­ 
tion: 
Should the Secret Serv ice continue to be 
trusted with a president’s safety or should this 
job be turned ov er to some other federal 
ag ency ? 
At once Johnson set up a panel of top-ranking 
g ov ernment officials to ex am ine the q uestion 
raised by the commission about the Secret Ser­ 
v ice. 
Then Monday , Johnson, g uarded by Secret 
Serv ice men, went to New Eng land to cam ­ 
paig n and q uickly dem onstrated how all the 
precautions and ex chang e of information for 
protection of a president can be rendered al­ 
most 
meaning less 
if 
a 
president 
himself 
chooses to take big chances. 
Johnson took big ones. 
All throug h New Eng land—Rhode Island, Con­ 
necticut, Vermont, Maine—he mov ed throug h 
surg ing , shouting throng s of hundreds of thou­ 
sands, with people injured in the crush along 
the streets.

Busine ss Tha t Grows Ra pidly 


By RICHARO 1.. GRAVES 
NEW YORK (AP) — Arson- 
for-profit is a crooked business 
growing as fast as the flames it 
feeds. One reason: the “ torch.” 
The torch is not a comic strip 
character. He is, in underworld 
parlance, the professional fire- 
setter, the criminal who uses 
flame for gain. 


His main aim is to collect, or 
help someone else collect, fire 
insurance 
on 
property. 
The 
target is a big one. More than 
$2.2 billion 
in fire insurance 
premiums 
are 
written 
each 
year. 
Organized 
crime is turning 
more and more to incendiary 
activity, in the opinion of fin? 
marshals and insurance investi­ 
gators. 
“ There is no slacking off in 
the trend,” says insurance in­ 
vestigator Brendan P. 
Battle, 
manager of the Arson, Theft 
nd Fraud Department of the 
National Board of Fire Under- 
vrite rs. 
“ Syndicate 
-controlled hood 
turns are believed to have been 
”esponsible for recent fire-set- 
‘ing in at least 10 states in the 
East and Midwest,” Battle said 
n an interview. 
The number of cases investi­ 
gated by his agency during the 
ear ended April 30 reached a 
ecord 904. They involved $36.5 
nillion in insurance. 
The 
bureau’s 
investigations 
lid not include major metropoli­ 
tan areas such as New York, 
Detroit, Chicago, Los Angeles 
ind Philadelphia, w’hich have 
their

igencies. 
But reports of fire officials in 
those areas indicate their prob­ 
lem is even more acute. 
Since January 1962 there have 
been some 75 bombings and set 
fires in Chicago business firms.

1963 that they termed suspicious 
and another 485 known incendi­ 
ary cases including many for 
motives other than

revenge, mischief, pyromania. 
But it is a clue to the effec­ 
tiveness

torch that, of all the investiga­ 
tions, there were only six con­ 
victions of persons for setting 
fires to collect insurance. 
Also, 
say 
the investigators, 
the number of fires they know 
or suspect of being arson for 
profit is probably only a fra c­ 
tion of the actual total. 
The reason is that the profes­ 
sional torch knows how to set a 
fire so that it looks accidental, 
and fire tends to destroy the 
evidence of its origin. 
How big a bite of fire insur­ 
ance collection is taken by all 
arson for profit activity is un­ 
known. 
“ We have encountered with 
increasing frequency interstate 
travel on the part of gangland 
torches who have been given 
contracts 
calling for the de­ 
struction of business premises 
by fire,” said Battle.
